And several of those opposing Mr. Suman's proposal were act¬ 
ually just against doing anything at all to the old PE Station, 
and not necessarily in favor of the original plan sponsored by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

(Editor’s note: The NEWS 
does not pretend that the 
phone calls and written expres¬ 
sions of 18 or 20 persons are 
necessarily an accurate polling 
of opinion in Sierra Madre. 
They do, however, reflect a 
trend in the thinking of those 
who cared enough to respond 
to our invitation of last week 
to register viewpoints.)

Previously, 
the deadline was 6 a. m. of col¬ 
lection day. Mrs. Matoian in¬ 
tends to start her crews work¬ 
ing before 5 a. m. in order to 
finish by the end of the day.

“The Lord has been very good to me,” modestly explains Ralph 
DePalma, automobile racing’s greatest, most colorful figure who 
won 2557 races out of 2889 during his 27 years of racing. 

Addressing the Sierra Madre Kiwanis Club Tuesday noon, Mr. 
DePalma related some of his racing experiences and showed how 

cars and their speeds have 
changed down through the 
years. 

The veteran, 68-year-old 
sportsman pointed out that 
when he won the 1915 500-mile 
Indianapolis Race, his car re¬ 
corded an average speed of 89 
miles per hour. He compared 
this with the 1951 Memorial 
Day Classic, won by Lee Wal- 
lard at an average speed of 
126 mph.

Sierra Madre City School will 
again participate in the fed¬ 
erally-subsidized school lunch 
program, Superintendent Charl¬ 
es A. Skutt announced yester¬ 
day. 

The program utilizes surplus 
foods and makes possible the 
purchase of a nourishing cafe¬ 
teria lunch for only 25 cents. 
To be eligible, the school must 
guarantee that each tray will 
include the required percentage 
of protein. 

Sierra Madre entered into this 
agreement with the national 
government for the first time 
last year. 


Sierra Madre City School 
Board this week signed two 
contracts with the Pasadena 
City Schools for the inter-dis¬ 
trict exchange of pupils. 

One contract covers children 
of grades 1 through 6, and the 
other concerns pupils of the 
7th and 8th grades. 

Charles A. Skutt, superinten¬ 
dent of schools, pointed out 
that the contracts are renewed 
each year and make it possible 
for the Sierra Madre District 
to receive ADA (average daily 
attendance) funds from the 
state.

I eople who have learned the pleasant art of relaxing tend to be 
healthier and to live longer than their high-pressure neighbors. 
They also tend to be more efficient in their work. Edison and 
Napoleon were both masters in the art of relaxing, and it is 
recorded that Napoleon could take a cat nap while on horseback 
during the heat of battle. 

The most dynamic people in 
the realms of science, art, and 
the professions seem to be 
those who have learned to al¬ 
ternate their activities with 
surges of intense output and 
period of repose, according to 
Dr. Morris Fishbein in a recent 
issue of the American Medical 
Association Journal. 

With all the facts at hand 
it seems that men who pride 
themselves on being able to 
work hard all day, and still 
stay up half the night driving 
themselves mercilessly to com¬ 
plete unfinished tasks, are 
working at a low level of effi¬ 
ciency. 

To work when fatigued is 
time-wasting. This is some¬ 
thing for the homemaker to re¬ 
member when she puts in a 12 
to 14 hour day. When weary, 
the sooner one rests the less 
lime is required to be ready 
again for work. 

Furthermore it should be kept 
in mind that what appears to 
be simple fatigue is often an 
early symptom of physical ail¬ 
ment. Prolonged fatigue which 
is difficult to account for is al¬ 
ways a warning signal to seek 
medical advice. 

In our era of high-tension 
living, we have lost some of 
the ways of life which fed our 
forefathers with much of their 
inner strength. The old honor¬ 
ed custom of the Spanish sies¬ 
ta, long since discarded in 
California, is one practice that 
could easily be adopted by. 
many individuals and, accord¬ 
ing to observers, its powers of 
relaxation are excellent indeed. 

There are a few suggestions 
which will aid you to relax 
and thereby increase your vig¬ 
or, aid your digestion, decrease 
your irritability—and perhaps 
even improve your sense of hu¬ 
mor. 

1. Let your muscles go limp

the big race—I finished fifth 
and had to change tires eight 
times,” Mr. DePalma pointed 
out. “I was stopped for repairs 
for a total of 45 minutes.” 

As a contrast, the speaker 
said Wallard only had to 
change one tire in this year’s 
race, and the first eight cars 
crossed the finish line within 
only four minutes. 

“I frequently haVe been ask¬ 
ed why, in view of the many 
accidents, automobile racing 
still continues,” Mr. DePalma 
stated. “My answer is that 
there always must be a price 
for progress. We’ve learned a 
lot from racing.” 

He said that tire manufactur¬ 
ers and racing car mechanics 
have saved many lives through 
their improvements which 
eventually benefit the motor¬ 
ing public. 

Mr. DePalma explained that 
the average Indianapolis car 
carries 100 gallons of gas and 
averages 2 to 5 miles to the 
gallon—although Wallard this 
year averaged 7!4 miles per 
gallon. 

The fact that Wallard’s car 
weighed only 1600 pounds was 
one of major reasons he only 
had to stop for one tire change, 
the speaker pointed out. 

He showed a colored movie, 
"Behind the Checkered Flag,” 
which described the many p 
months’ preparation and study 
necessary to get a car ready 
for the “big day.” 

In two months, Mr. DePalma 
said the film on the 1951 race 
will be completed and avail¬ 
able to service clubs. 

He is making a tour of the 
Southland for General Petrole¬ 
um Corporation and, in the fall, 
will aJso continue his safe- 
driving classes for the Los An- 
geles City Schools. 

Although Mr. De Palma has 
not raced on the Indianapolis 
Speedway since 1927, he still 
leads all other drivers in the 
amount of laps which he has 
lead in the 500-mile race. Wil¬ 
bur Shaw is the only other 
driver to approach his record o> 

613 laps. Shaw has 508 laps 
to his credit. 

Mr. DePalma won 36 100-mile 
championship races in all parts 
of the country from the period 
1908 through 1926. Most of 
these were dirt track races.
